nian newspapers are urging the gov- 
ernment to show that Roumania Is 
master in her own house. 


The Roumanian conservative organ, 


L& Roumanie, protests energetically 
in an editorial article against the un- 
just proceeding of the United States, 
and concludes that neither America 
nor any other of the powers is more 
entitled to interference in the matter 
of the Jews than is Roumania to de- 
mand explanations 
concerning 
the 


Filipinos. Boers. Poles or Finns. The 
paper accuses the United States of a 
desire to meddle in European politics, 
and complains that it is hard to be 
ill treated by a slate which is one ot 
the largest in existence and which 
will, in 50 years, be a prominent fac- 
tor in the world's politics. 


Germany's Position. 


Berlin. Sept. 2fi.—Germany has de- 


cided not to associate herself in a for- 
mal manner with the American and 
British 
protests against Roumania's 


treatment of the .lews. The German 
government adopts this attitude, it is 
understood, independently of other 
continental powers. Germany consid- 
ers that as other paraphrases besides 
article 44 of the very precise Berlin 
treaty of 1878 have not. been insisted 
upon, for instance, Roumanian forts 
have not been razed to the ground 
and Russia is allowing Batoum to re- 
main as it was before the treaty, this 
is not ihe time tn oblige Roumanians 
to observe any particular provision of 
t,hf treaty. 
Germans are large hold- 


ers of Roumanian securities, anil an 
international storm over the policy tb 
which Premier Sturd/.a of Ronmania 
is committed, rai^ht cause his fall: 
and as a result Roumanian finances 
would be withdrawn from his capable 
control.
